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American  Citizenship 


"Le  Grand  Monarche,  in  the  arrogance  of  his  power,  is  said  to  have  ex- 
claimed,  'The  State!  I  am  the  State.'  In  a  different  but  equally  true  and  far 
nobler  sense,  every  American  can  say,  'The  Nation!  I  am  the  Nation.'" 
These  words  were  addressed  to  the  students  of  Yale  University  by  the  late 
Justice  Brewer  of  our  own  Supreme  Court  and  their  meaning  should  be  kept 
in  mind  by  every  graduate  of  the  class  of  June.  1911. 

The  American  citizen  should  realize  that  certain  obligations  of  an  important 
nature  rest  upon  him  and  that  there  are  serious  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the 
highest  discharge  of  those  obligations.  For  convenience,  we  may  class  all 
our  obligations  as  voluntary  or  involuntary.  Of  our  own  free  will  Ave  under- 
take business  obligations,  as  when  we  form  a  partnership  with  others  and  each 
partner  must  do  his  share.  "Without  our  consent,  however,  we  find  ourselves 
children  in  a  certain  family  with  a  duty  to  perform  to  a  father  and  to  a 
mother.  Not  all  obligations  are  enforced  by  human  law;  in  fact  Justice 
Brewer  has  stated  that  the  laws  of  man  seem  to  pay  little  attention  to  the 
higher  and  finer  obligations  of  life.  A  father  is  compelled  to  support  his  child, 
yet  no  human  law  compels  that  child,  when  a  man  grown,  to  take  care  of 
that  father  in  his  declining  years.  The  obligation  is  clear  nevertheless.  Our 
greatest  obligations  of  citizenship  are  of  this  high  character.  We  are  born 
into  this  nation:  we  each  become  a  subject  of  it,  a  part  of  its  life,  and  a  ruler 
of  it.  As  subject,  we  must  obey;  as  part  of  it,  an  attack  on  its  life  is  an  attack 
on  our  life,  and  its  character  is  no  better  than  the  sum  of  our  characters;  as 
a  ruler,  we  must  discharge  the  privileges  and  duties  of  citizenship  conscien- 
tiously. 

Most  citizens  realize  their  responsibility  but  very  many  fail  to  honestly 
discharge  their  civic  duties.  The  besetting  sins  of  good  citizenship  are  many 
and  we  should  see  clearly  the  most  dangerous  at  least.  According  to  Am- 
bassador James  Bryce  of  England  the  chief  sins  are  Party  Spirit,  Indolence, 
and  Personal  Self -Interest. 

Let  us  briefly  consider  each  of  these.  Party  spirit  is  daily  becoming  less 
a  civic  sin.  The  day  is  fast  passing  when  a  man  is  a  Republican  merely 
because  his  father  was.  or  a  Democrat  merely  because  his  grandfather  was  a 
follower  of  Andrew  Jackson,  and  still  fewer  are  they  who  now  knowingly 
vote  for  an  inferior  man  on  their  own  party  ticket  in  preference  to  a  superior 
man  on  the  opposing  ticket.  The  present  party  direct  primary  makes  it 
necessary  that  party  spirit  be  turned  to  good  account  in  an  attempt  to  get  the 
best  available  men  in  the  party  on  the  party  ticket  as  candidates.  Under  this 
system  of  government  every  voter  should  choose  a  party  and  be  an  active 
member  in  it.  in  the  matter  of  choosing  its  candidates  and  directing  its  policies. 
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Indolence  is  a  sin  manifested  in  two  ways  every  time  we  have  an  election : 
first,  the  neglect  on  the  part  of  many  voters  to  inform  themselves  by  reading 
both  sides  of  the  issue,  by  attending  political  meetings,  and,  where  necessary, 
by  personal  investigation  of  conditions,  and  secondly  by  failure  to  vote.  For 
evidence  of  the  working  of  the  latter  phase  of  political  indolence,  we  need 
look  no  further  than  the  Berkeley  city  elections  of  April  1st,  22nd,  and  May 
6th  last  at  which,  approximately  65,  54,  and  33  per  cent,  respectively  of  the 
registered  vote  was  polled. 

Personal  self-interest  is  without  question  the  greatest  stumbling  block  in 
the  way  of  him  who  would  honestly  discharge  his  civic  duty.  Personal  matters 
that  beset  our  paths  warp  our  vision  and  we  do  not  see  clearly  the  interest 
of  our  city,  our  state,  or  our  country.  Take  the  matter  of  taxes  and  think 
how  many  will  dodge  some  of  their  taxes  or  shift  the  burden  to  some  one 
else.  If  a  man  is  rich,  he  very  likely  favors  the  import  duty  as  a  system  of 
taxation  because  it  puts  the  burden  on  another  class ;  if  he  is  poor,  he  probably 
favors  a  carefully  graduated  income  tax;  if  he  has  all  his  money  invested  in 
cattle,  he  believes  that  the  heavy  tax  should  be  on  real  estate ;  if  he  is  specu- 
lating in  city  lots,  he  does  not  want  the  single  tax.  Has  the  man  arrived  at 
his  conclusions  on  the  system  of  taxation  from  a  consideration  of  the  needs 
of  his  country  and  the  conditions  of  his  fellow  citizens  generally  or  has 
personal  self-interest  warped  his  judgment? 

Again,  ask  yourself,  "Am  I  voting  for  this  particular  candidate  because  I 
believe  he  can  and  will  do  more  for  my  city,  my  state,  or  my  country  than  his 
opponent,  or  is  it  because  I  believe  he  will  do  more  for  my  private  gain  in 
business,  in  getting  a  certain  franchise,  in  appointment  to  office?"  "Am  I 
voting  against  this  man  because  he  has  not  been  faithful  to  his  constituency  or 
because  he  has  not  benefitted  me  at  the  expense  of  his  constituency?"  "Am 
I  voting  for  this  particular  bonding  proposition  because  it  will  benefit  the 
majority  of  my  fellow  citizens  or  because  it  will  be  a  decided  improvement  to 
my  property  at  their  expense?"  "Am  I  voting  against  this  other  proposition 
simply  because  I  must  help  bear  the  burden  and  it  seems  to  help  the  other 
fellow  more  than  it  does  me?" 

The  responsibilities  of  the  citizen  are  increasing  because  we  are  taking 
government  more  and  more  into  our  own  hands.  We  are  no  longer  satisfied 
with  picking  our  officials  from  a  small  list  selected  by  party  leaders  but 
demand  the  primary  at  which  we  make  up  our  own  lists  of  candidates.  The 
day  is  passing  when  we  will  be  satisfied  with  letting  our  representatives  make 
the  laws  to  govern  us ;  by  the  initiative,  we  will  prescribe  our  own  rules  and 
by  the  referendum  and  recall  we  will  check  up  our  officials.  With  the  complete 
carrying  out  of  these  things  will  come  the  supreme  test  of  good  citizenship. 
When  the  members  of  the  class  publishing  this  book  are  themselves  helping 


to  govern  this  city,  this  state,  and  this  nation,  a  judge  perchance  will  be  facing 
a  recall  election  because  of  some  important  decision  he  has  rendered  ;  and  then 
he  who  can  best  lay  aside  his  partisanship,  he  who  can  most  completely  over- 
come political  indolence  and  carefully  inform  himself  by  every  available 
means,  he  who  can  rise  highest  above  that  personal  self-interest  that  would 
blind  his  vision  and  vote  as  conscience  directs,  that  one  will  be  most  worthy 
of  the  title  "American  Citizen."

Stella  Gordon,  assisted  by  her  most 
able  company,  which  included  such  singers  as  Charlotte  Owens,  Xoel  Rush- 
forth,  etc.  Seeing  nothing  more  of  interest  on  the  program,  we  glanced 
toward  the  front  of  the  theatre  and  saw  the  name  of  Sophia  Aden  on  the 
advertising  curtain.  The  advertisement  announced  that  she  had  opened 
her  new  hair  store  with  a  new  line  of  the  latest  styles  in  hair  goods.  We 
looked  around  the  theatre  and  in  one  of  the  boxes  saw  Eosabelle  Scott  with 
a  navy  officer,  who  looked  suspiciously  like  the  boy  she  met  in  New  York 
in  1909.  In  another  box  were  Eunice  Steele  and  ""Old  reliable."  They 
looked  to  us  very  much  like  a  couple,  newly  wedded,  altho"  you  niusnf 
take  our  word  for  it. 

The  scene  changed  and  we  saw  a  large  touring  car  in  the  middle  of  a 
road,  surrounded  by  a  curious  crowd.  In  the  auto  sat  our  old  friend  ""Sunny 
Jim"  Hoyt.  but  he  was  looking  anything  but  sunny.  He  had  evidently  been 
pinched  for  speeding,  and  Constable  Hitchcock  and  his  gumshoe  man.

He  bore  a  prosperous  look.    Yes.  we  may  surmise  "'  Ains"  had  just  struck 
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pay  dirt.  A  few  doors  from  Ming's  Place  was  a  shooting  gallery,  and  here 
Joe  Jacobson  held  forth,  frightening  the  superstitious  Eskimos  with  wild 
tales  of  the  speed  of  a  bullet.  Above  the  shooting  gallery  were  some  office 
rooms.  On  the  window  of  one  is  printed :  Dr.  Herbert  Hardy,  mouth 
specialist,  graduate  of  Pneuman's  College  in  San  Francisco;  and  on  another 
window,  Miss  Clare  Mortenson,  Physician  and  Surgeon. 

We  now  see  another  foreign  scene,  this  one  being  on  a  tropical  island. 
Many  fierce  looking  natives  are  standing  around  a  kettle  of  boiling  water. 
Nearby  were  Ruby  Lamb  and  Ella  Taylor,  bound  and  guarded  by  a  native 
who  gazed  hungrily  at  them.  In  the  distance  an  Amazon  army  was  ap- 
proaching led  by  Alma  Lauritzen,  to  free  the  captives.  Seeing  that  all 
would  end  happily  we  were  anxious  to  see  the  next  picture. 

It  proved  to  be  a  crowded  street.  On  the  corner  is  a  drug  store.  The 
window  bears  the  names  of  F.  McMains  and  E.  Myers,  Apothecaries.  On 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street  is  the  Law  Office  of  Neal  and  Arndt.  Farther 
along  is  a  large  sign  in  front  of  a  building,  bearing  the  name  of  Miss  Helen 
Cummins,  Head  Instructor  in  her  school  of  anti-matrimony,  chief  assist- 
ants, Miss  L.  Stearn  and  Miss  B.  Seidell,  janitor  "Seagull"  Black.

We  now  found  ourselves  in  a  Kindergarten  in  which  twenty  or  thirty 
children  were  busily  engaged  writing  the  alphabet.  Moving  about  among 
the  children  and  helping  them  were  Miss  Maestretti,  Miss  Sehulze,  and  Miss 
Lowe. 

An  army  tent  next  came  into  view.  Seated  at  the  table  was  General  B.

He  was  speaking  very  earnestly  and  near  him 
sat  the  Rev.  AVendell  Henderson  with  a  saintly  expression  on  his  noble 
face.  Down  in  front  at  the  mourners'  bench  was  a  person  who  looked  for 
all  the  world  like  Johnie  Corgiat  and  who  seemed  to  be  repenting  of  his 
sins.

AVhile  we  were  pondering  on  this  phenomena  a  new  picture  appeared. 
It  was  that  of  a  girls'  basket-ball  game.  In  the  midst  of  the  fair  contest- 
ants were  the  referee  and  umpire,  the  Misses  Norton  and  Hawley.  Chap^ 
eroning  a  party  of  girls  we  saw  Agnes  Blacker,  while  Mamie  Rickerson 
was  busy  keeping  members  of  the  male  sex  out  of  the  enclosure. 

The  next  scene  was  a  familiar  one,  a  circus :  What  was  our  surprise  to 
see  0.  Speir  in  the  barker's  place,  lauding  the  fine  points  of  his  show.  The 
screen  shifted  slightly  and  we  saw  within  the  tent.    At  the  very  door,  sell- 
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ing  peanuts  and  pop-corn  stood  Howard  Roberts.  Whirling  about  the  ring 
was  Colis  Mitchum  in  his  dare-devil  bareback  performance.  "Mitch"  had 
evidently  found  the  law  and  the  legislature  too  slow.  Over  to  one  side  were 
the  Siamese  twins,  none  other  than  Nelson  and  Stevens.  Parading  around 
m  clown's  attire  was  I.  Warner. 

The  Side  Show  of  this  same  circus  was  next  brought  before  us.  Behold ! 
upon,  its  brightly  painted  canvas  representations  of  some  we  know.  There 
was  Clinton  Khnberlin,  the  eoon-shouter.  the  man  who  charms  jumping 
beans  by  his  song.  There,  also,  was  a  picture  of  George  and  Harry  Geary 
the  "Stiektogether  Kids"  who  rowed  a  wild  skiff  through  Africa.  And 
there,  too.  was  Isabella  Brown,  with  her  troup  of  champion  basket-ball 
performers.  But  stop !  one  of  the  paintings  seemed  unbelievable.  It  reads : 
"The  Misses  Helen  Haver,  Ellen  Briggs,  Lydia  Love,  and  Evelyn  Slater, 
Original  Baby  Doll  Chorus."  Nevertheless  it  was  true,  for  there  on  the  plat- 
form before  the  staring  crowd  were  these  four,  arrayed  in  appropriate  cos- 
tumes. And  in  the  crowd  we  recognized  a  well  known  personage,  Alice 
Ereuler,  clinging  to  the  arm  of  a  stout,  well-dressed  man.  To  one  side  stood 
the  ticket  wagon  and  in  the  window  was  the  ever-smiling  countenance  of 
Marguerite  Dareh.  But  there  was  yet  another  gaudy  picture  on  the  canvas. 
It  represented  a  woman  surrounded  by  knives  and  read,  "Edna  Rankin  and 
Carlon  Hills,  the  knife  throwers,  in  their  skit:  'Trimming  the  Eyelashes  of  a 
Humming  Bird.'  " 

Once  more  we  saw  a  band  of  suffragettes,  this  time  assembled  on  a  street 
corner.  It  seems  a  shame  that  so  many  members  of  our  class  are  going 
to  ruin  their  tempers  in  this  way,  but  the  Fates  have  decreed  it.  Miss 
Ballaseyus  was  in  a  prominent  position  and  had  evidently  been  addressing 
the  gathering.  Policeman  R.  Underwood  was  appearing  on  the  scene  to  dis- 
perse the  trouble  makers  who  were  sadly  mistreating  an  effigy  of  Mayor 
James  Dyer.  .

We  were  soon  removed  from  this  unseemly  strife  and  a  country  lane 
lighted  by  a  bright  moon  lay  before  us.  Many  couples  had  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  a  quiet  stroll  in  these  romantic  surround- 
ings. Among  these  we  discovered  Claypool  and  Allen  each  escorting  a  very 
attractive  young  lady.  This  was  not  unexpected  for  we  all  remembered 
what  cpieeners  these  gentlemen  were  while  in  B.  H.  S.  The  young  ladies 
were  in  a  gay  mood,  which  fact  pleased  their  escorts. 

We  suddenly  saw  the  interior  of  a  fashionable  millinery  parlor.  The 
Misses  Hartz  and  Faxon,  salesladies,  were  exerting  themselves  to  the  utmost 
to  please  their  many  patrons.

Today, 
as  the  present  editor  ends  his  labors  with  this  issue  and  as  he  passes  out  of 
the  activities  of  Berkeley  High  School  he  feels  moved  to  write  a  few  words  to 
the  under-classmen. ' ' 

As  we.  the  Seniors,  pass  out  of  this  institution  we  think,  with  pangs  of 
regret,  of  the  many  pleasant  months  and  years  spent  there,  for  we  well  realize 
that  they  are  never  to  return  again.  Since  we  pass  this  way  but  once,  what- 
ever good  we  have  done,  whatever  beneficent  deed  we  have  accomplished  for 
the  school,  we  may  happily  say,  "We  have  done  our  best."  And  in  the 
doing  of  those  deeds  we  have  ever  had  in  mind  the  welfare  of  those  who  are 
to  follow  us. 

So  as  we  leave  you,  fellow  students,  we  would  outline  briefly  the  charge 
which  we  are  leaving  to  your  care  and  safe-keeping. 

In  the  first  place  we  leave  you  a  worthy  system  of  self-government.  With 
a  bi-cameral  legislative  department,  consisting  of  the  principal  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  executive  board  on  the  other,  with  a  judicial  branch  consisting  of  a 
Chief  Justice  and  five  Associate  Justices,  with  an  executive  branch  consisting 
of  a  President  and  his  necessary  assistants  you  are  adequately  fitted  to  meet 
the  many  problems  of  High  School  life. 

Secondly,  we  leave  you  some  twenty-five  organizations,  the  life  of  which 
depends  directly  upon  the  support  that  you  give  them.  On  May  the  6th, 
the  people  of  our  town  voted  down  the  school  bonds,  which  every  student 
in  school  had  hoped  would  pass.  This  was  not  on  account  of  the  unwillingness 
on  the  part  of  the  voters  to  give  us  the  money,  but  rather  to  changing  condi- 
tions at  the  city  hall.  When  the  new  administration  proposes  a  bond  issue  it 
will  undoubtedly  pass.  But  on  May  the  6th  only  33  per  cent,  of  the  voters  in 
town  went  to  the  polls.  We  leave  the  duty  to  you,  under-classmen,  of  inter- 
esting the  voters  in  your  welfare.  If  you  do,  our  longed-for  dream,  a  gym- 
naisum,  will  receive  its  fulfillment,  and  another  organization  will  be  added  to 
our  number.  It  is  clearly  evident  to  all  of  us  that  in  order  to  be  a  successful 
institution,  you  must  support  your  established  organizations  and  work  for 
the  establishment  of  this,  a  new  one. 

In  closing,  Berkeley  High  is,  we  graduates  think,  the  best  High  School 
on  this  coast ;  indeed,  to  us  it  is  the  best  school  in  existence  for  it  represents 
the  interests  of  four  of  the  best  years  of  our  lives.  Therefore,  are  we  vitally 
interested  in  the  future  welfare  of  our  school.  If  you,  our  successors,  will 
ever  fulfill  your  civil  obligation  by  supporting  your  governmental  system, 
ever  keep  up  High  School  spirit  by  loyally  doing  your  best  for  your  organ- 
ization you  need  never  fear  for  the  success  of  the  school,  and  you  need  never 
fear  but  that  your  actions  will  receive  the  approving  stamp  of  your  alumni. 
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The  year  1812  was  a  hard  one  for  Great  Britain.  She  was  fighting 
both  Napoleon  on  the  Continent,  and  the  United  States  in  America.  The 
continuous  wars  with  Napoleon  had  taken  most  of  the  able-bodied  men 
from  the  British  Isles.  The  navy  was  nearly  helpless  from  lack  of  men, 
and  the  army  was  in  nearly  as  bad  a  plight.  To  get  able-bodied  men, 
either  by  fair  means  or  foul,  was  the  problem  facing  the  British  Govern- 
ment, so,  after  much  reflection,  the  press-gang  was  organized.  These  bodies 
of  men,  composed  of  hardened  sailors,  or  "red-coats,"  under  the  command 
of  an  officer,  scoured  the  country  in  search  of  men,  leaving  a  trail  of 
fatherless  homes  and  heart-broken  women  behind  them.  The  depredations 
of  the  press-gangs  on  merchant  ships  was  the  chief  cause  of  the  war  with 
America  at  that  time,  for  it  was  hard  to  distinguish  American  sailors  from 
English,  and,  besides,  the  substantial  cash  prize  offered  for  each  recruit 
was  a  great  incentive  to  the  men  composing  the  gangs. 

The  following  is  a  true  incident  of  those  stirring  times,  as  told  to  me 
by  my  greatgrandfather,  his  grandfather  being  the  "guidman"  spoken  of 
later  on.  The  incident  happened  in  a  little  cottage  on  the  wild  Carrick 
shore  on  the  west  coast  of  Scotland,  not  far  from  the  present  fishing  village 
of  Kilkerran.  For  obvious  reasons  I  have  not  used  the  broad  Ayrshire 
dialect  in  which  it  was  told  me,  except  where  absolutely  necessary. 

An  Incident  of  the  Press-Gang 

It  was  a  wild  night  in  the  winter  of  the  year  1811.  A  great  storm  was 
raging ;  gusts  of  wind  roared  up  the  cliffs ;  the  low  moan  of  the  sad  sea,  beat- 
ing on  the  iron-bound  coast  came  now  and  then  distinct  above  the  lash  of  the 
rain  and  the  shriek  of  the  wind;  the  terrific  squalls  of  rain  and  wind 
shook  the  little  cottage  where  lived  my  grandfather,  John  Anderson,  and 
his  "guid  wife."  Unmindful  of  the  raging  elements  outside,  they  sat  before 
the  glowing  fire,  the  guidman  reading  in  a  gentle  monotone  the  old  Bible, 
almost  his  only  literature ;  the  guidwif e  busily  knitting  away  on  a  new 
bonnet  for  her  wee  Jeanie,  and  now  and  then  glancing  at  the  simmering  pot 
upon  the  hearth,  or  murmuring  some  cpiaint  saying  about  the  "puir  sailor 
lads  abroad  on  sic  a  nicht."  to  which  her  husband  would  reply  with  a 
sympathetic  grunt.  Apparently  oblivious  of  everything,  the  household  pussie 
crouched  purring  upon  the  warm  hearthstone,  sometimes  casting  a  lazy 
glance  at  the  loudly  ticking  grandfather's  clock  in  the  corner,  as  if  per- 
chance, a  mouse  might  be  disturbing  the  steady  swing  of  the  great  pendulum. 
Often  a  shuddering  blast  of  wind  shook  the  thatched  roof  and  roared  up  the, 
chimney,  sucking  a  hissing  stream  of  reel  sparks  from  the  glowing  peat, 
causing  the  guidwife  to  glance  apprehensively  at  her  pot  of  spluttering 
"parritch"  upon  the  crane. 
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"Ma  sieht!  it's  onae  ony  nicht  for  a  Christian  tae  be  abroad  in,"  ex- 
claimed the  wife,  during  a  temporary  lull  in  which  the  ravenous  sea  could 
be  heard  eating  at  the  cliffs  outside,  "it's  a  deil's  wark  that  onybody  wad 
be  hae'in  'oot  on  sic  a  nicht  an',*'  lowering  her  voice,  "it's  just  sic  a  storm  as 
the  press-gang '11  be  oot  in." 

"Havers!"  answered  her  husband,  "nae  pressmen  wall  be  oot  on  sic'  a 
nicht.  They'll  a'  be  at  the  Kirkton  wi'  hauf  o'  them  under  the  table. 
Aye.  an  there's  a  guid  wheen  o'  them '11  be  pressi'  this  nicht.  Forbye  nae 
decint  mon  wad  be  onywhere  but  at  his  ain  wee  bit  ingle  when  the  storm's 
ragin'. " 

"Fine,  the  King's  officers '11  ken  that!"  rejoined  the  guidwife,  "An'  by 
the  same  token  there'll  be  mony  a  cloore  hame  thata'll  lose  its  guidman  long 
ere  the  morn.    It's  nae  canny  ava. " 

"Wheesht!  woman,  wheesht!  He  wha  has  the  very  hairs  o'ovr  heid 
numbered  winna  desert  us  in  oor  straits.  Forbye,  what  wad  the  King's 
sojers  be  wantin'  wi  me,  a  man  on  the  ither  side  of  forty  years,  wha  has  a' 
his  life  been  a  guid  subject.  Dinna  fash  yersel'  aboot  ony  pressmen  for  O'm 
tellin'  ye  that  they'll  be  dead  drunk  lang  ere  this." 

"Na!  Na!  There  na  men  wha '11  be  lyin'  drunk  when  there's  only  siller 
tae  be  made  by  pressin'  men  for  the  King's  ships.  Tarn  Ferguson  was  tellin' 
me  yestreen  that  there  was  gae'n  tae  be  wae  fin'  doin's  yin  o'  these  nichts. 
Forbye,  I  had  a  dream  last  nicht  and  while  I  canna  remember  whit  it  was 
aboot,  it  gi'es  me  a  grue  when  1  think  oh — Guid  sake,  look  at  Tabbie."  For 
the  cat  had  risen  and  trotted  to  the  door,  and  stood  there,  a  picture  of 
uneasiness,  back  up,  every  hair  on  end,  eoiiing  and  uncoiling  her  tail  in 
quick,  tiger-like  jerks,  as  she  marched  back  and  forth  in  front  of  the  door, 
uttering  low  purring  growls.  The  guidman.  startled  out  of  his  usual 
gravity  by  the  action  of  the  cat.  stared  at  the  animal  for  a  moment  before 
exclaiming : 

" Tabbie 's  gane  clean  daft.  Whit '11  be  frichtanin'  her  sae  ?  It'll  nae" — 
here  his  wife  cut  him  short.  "AYheesht!  I  thocht  I  heard  voices — there 
no — it's  the  wind.  If  it's  the  pressmen,  mind  and  gang  oot  by  the  back 
way  and  ye  can  hide  in  the  lyre  till  the  sojers  hae  gane." 

"Hush,  wumman!  Hide  in  the  lyre,  forsooth!  That's  no'  the  gate  I 
was  bred.  I  fear  nae  leevin'  man,  and  although  the  King  himsel'  were  at 
the  door  this  verra  meenit,  I  wad  tell  him  tae  his  face  that  his  sojers  dinna 
lay  han's  on  an  honest  freemen  o'  Carrick  wha's  freedom  was  bocht  by  'oor 
bluid  and  gae'd  tae  us  by  the  Bruce  himsel'  and  was  focht  for  by  ma' 
eovanantin'  forbears  on  mony  a  bluidy  field,  an  it's  nae  for  me  tae  betray 
these  auld  traditions  and  ailoow  ma  liberty  o'  conscience  an'  action  tae  be 
trampled  on  by  ony  mon,  be  he  the   " 
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"Dinna  be  rash!" 

Here  a  loud  knock,  and,  "Open,  in  the  King's  name!"  sounded  outside 
"Ma  God,  John,  it's  the  press-gang.    Oh  ma  man,  ma  man,  whit '11  I 
dae"? 

Again  the  rough  summons. 

"I  hae  it;  sit  doon,  man,  sit  doon."  for  John,  cut  short  in  the  middle  of 
his  speech  and  just  beginning  to  grasp  the  meaning  of  it  all,  was  reaching  for 
his  great  sword  above  the  mantel.

An'  as  for  mu  man,  better  a  man  wi 
broken  banes  than  nae  man  at  a'.    Guid  nieht  an  begone!" 

And  she  banged  the  door  on  the  retreating  forms  of  the  disgruntled 
pressmen.

At  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  Student  Government  was  introduced 
into  the  Berkeley  High  School.  Among  the  departments  organized  was  the 
Girls'  Judicial  Board,  whose  special  function  was  to  judge  and  punish  all 
cases  of  misconduct  arising  among  the  girls,  such  as  tardiness,  cutting  and 
disorder.

The  Forum  has  just  passed  through  an  exceedingly  successful  year.  At 
the  present  time  it  has  a  full  membership,  and  a  waiting  list  long  enough  to 
more  than  offset  the  loss  in  membership  through  graduation,  ' 1  quitation, " 
etc.  The  members  are  exceedingly  interested  in  and  enthusiastic  for  the 
future  of  the  Forum.  Taking  everything  into  consideration  the  Forum  never 
has  had  a  brighter  future  before  it. 

At  present  the  Forum  meets  twice  a  week  in  Period  Five  and  once  a  month 
after  school  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  executive  committee  decides 
upon  questions  and  appoints  the  debaters  for  the  programme  in  Period  Five. 
The  debates  are  of  two  kinds,  open  and  set.  In  the  open  debates,  leaders  are 
appointed  for  the  two  sides,  and  given  three  minutes  each  for  discussion. 
The  question  is  then  opened  up  for  general  debate,  in  which  every  member 
may  participate,  if  some  one  does  not  get  too  windy  and  use  up  all  the  time. 
The  general  discussion  is  terminated  just  before  the  close  of  the  period  by 
the  summing  up  of  the  argument  by  the  two  leaders,  after  which  the  Forum 
proceeds  to  vote  upon  the  question  and  award  the  victory  to  one  or  the  other 
of  the  leaders. 

Sometimes,  however,  the  executive  committee  springs  a  surprise  in  the 
shape  of  impeachment  proceedings  against  some  officer  or  expulsion  pro- 
ceedings against  some  unsuspecting  member,  who  is  charged  with  some  offense 
such  as  disturbing  the  peace  of  the  Forum  and  its  neighbors,  raising 
rough-house,  or  some  similar  offense.  Then  is  presented  a  scene  rivaling 
even  our  state  legislatures  for  noise,  charges,  counter-charges,  points  of 
order  and  general  rough-house.    Even  the  timid  ones,  those  who  are  a  little 
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bit  nervous  when  called  upon  to  speak,  forget  themselves  and  under  the  in- 
spiration of  the  moment  become  perfect  fountains  of  oratory. 

All  the  members  show  a  decided  improvement  in  their  ability  to  talk  and 
think  on  their  feet.  The  Forum  is  training  a  group  of  debaters  who, 
because  of  this  training  which  they  are  now  receiving,  will  be  able  to  slip  it 
over  Oakland  so  badly  that  the  upholders  of  the  doughnut  will  not  know  what 
has  struck  them  when  they  come  up  against  our  team  in  debate.  Look  at  our 
victory  this  year  over  Oakland;  it  was  due  to  our  team's  superiority  in  deliv- 
ery and  argument,  especially  argument.  Our  team  was  quick  to  see  the  weak 
parts  of  their  opponents'  arguments,  and  having  this  ability  were  able  to 
choose  between  arguments  which  were  entirely  safe  and  those  which  were 
shaky  in  preparing  their  own  speeches.  These  men  were  veterans,  and  pre- 
paring more  veterans  is  precisely  what  the  Forum  is  intended  to  do :  it  will 
make  dozens  of  skilful,  experienced  debaters  where  in  the  past  two  or  three 
years  we  have  numbered  them  by  threes  and  fours,  because  all  the  practice 
and  experience  to  be  had  was  to  be  found  as  a  member  of  the  debating  team. 

In  the  first  part  of  April  two  teams  composed  of  Forum  members  debated 
before  the  Civics  classes  on  the  Recall  of  the  Judiciary  in  California,  this 
method  being  taken  to  give  both  sides  of  the  question,  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Judiciary  of  California  should  be  subject  to  the  Recall,  to  the  students 
and  allowing  them  to  draw  their  own  conclusions.  Another  debate  be- 
tween two  teams  of  Forum  members  is  planned  for  about  May  28,  to  be 
given  before  the  students  of  the  Washington  Introductory  High  School,  on 
the  question.  "Resolved  that  the  U.  S.  Was  Justified  in  Sending  Troops  Down 
to  the  Mexican  Border." 

The  Forum  since  its  reorganization  five  months  ago  has  been  an  entire 
success ;  it  has  furnished  valuable  training  to  its  members  in  public  speaking, 
so  that  they  will  be  better  able  to  think  on  their  feet  and  talk  logically  and 
clearly — an  accomplishment  which  many  a  man  regrets  that  he  did  not 
cultivate  when  he  was  younger.

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To  extend  debating  and  give  permanency  to  forensic  effort  is  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Agora  Debating  Society  was  organized.  At  first,  a  girl's  debat- 
ing society  was  regarded  as  an  experiment,  and  not  very  favorably;  but  dur- 
ing the  six  years  of  its  existence  it  has  been  steadily  growing,  and  is  now 
recognized  as  a  permanent  organization  of  the  High  School. 

The  Agora  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Debating  League  of  California. 
This  League  is  comprised  of  the  debating  societies  of  most  of  the  prominent 
schools  of  central  California,  such  as  Lowell  High,  Mission  High,  San  Jose, 
Martinez,  Humboldt  Evening  High,  Washington  Evening  High,  Santa  Clara 
High,  Berkeley  High,  and  California  Institute  for  the  Blind. 

The  League  held  its  twenty-sixth  semi-annual  convention  on  April  29  at 
Martinez.  A  delegation  of  eleven  members  represented  the  Agora.  The  dele- 
gates on  their  return  reported  a  splendid  time,  and  were  unanimous  in  their 
praise  of  the  lavish  hospitality  extended  to  them.  In  the  morning  session  a 
business  meeting  was  held,  and  at  one  o'clock  the  delegates  were  ushered  into 
the  banquet-hall,  where  a  banquet  was  spread.  The  business  was  con- 
tinued in  the  afternoon  session,  and  an  extemporaneous  debate  was 
held,  in  which  five  schools  were  represented.  Mr.  Albert  F.  Coyle  of  San 
Jose  High  carried  off  the  honors,  winning  a  gold  medal  for  his  logical  argu- 
ment and  its  worthy  presentation.  Immediately  after  the  debate,  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  for  the  ensuing  term  took  place.  Miss  Florence  Ozouf,  chair- 
man of  the  Berkeley  High  delegation,  was  unanimously  elected  Treasurer  of 
the  League.    In  the  evening  dancing  was  indulged  in. 

Next  term  will  witness  two  debates  held  upon  the  same  evening  between 
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the  Agora  and  Humboldt  Evening  High.  The  Agora  will  speak  on  the  af- 
firmative side  of  the  question  in  Berkeley,  and  on  the  negative  side  of  the 
same  question  in  San  Francisco.  This  new  plan  of  having  two  debates  upon 
the  same  evening  will  necessitate  having  two  first  teams  to  represent  the 
society,  but  it  is  the  only  plan  which  will  not  give  one  school  the  advantage 
over  another. 

A  majority  of  the  Agora's  members  will  graduate  this  June,  and  then 
what  is  to  become  of  our  society  ?  "Will  it  be  a  success  or  a  failure  next  term? 
That  question  rests  entirely  with  the  girls  of  Berkeley  High  School.  The 
girls  should  have  more  school-spirit,  and  the  best  manner  to  show  their  spirit 
is  by  representing  the  school  in  inter-school  debates.  A  certain  amount  of 
support  is  expected  of  every  student  in  Berkeley  High,  but  there  are  many 
students  who  are  content  to  thrust  their  burden  of  work  upon  the  shoulders 
of  others,  entirely  forgetting  that  our  school  cannot  spring  into  success  at  one 
bound. 

Success  comes  through  a  clear,  strong  purpose.  Our  school  has  principles 
like  oak,  but  principles  are  useless  unless  embodied  in  action.  It  is  our  duty 
to  help  our  school,  and  the  best  way  for  the  girls,  and  I  may  say  almost  the 
only  way,  is  by  membership  in  the  Agora. 

Though  many  of  the  members  lay  down  their  work  this  term,  it  is  with  a 
feeling  that  their  work  has  not  been  in  vain,  but  that  they  have  profited 
greatly  by  the  experience. 
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The  Girls'  Glee  Club  was  organized  in  January  under  the  leadership 
and  direction  of  Miss  Hartley.

"We  have  practiced  a  number  of  pretty  selections,  with  which  we  are 
making  good  progress,  under  Miss  Hartley's  able  assistance,  and  that  of  Miss 
Margaret  Darch's,  our  pianist. 

At  first  we  had  planned  to  give  a  joint  concert  in  the  evening  with  the 
Boys'  Glee  Club,  but  as  they  were  not  prepared  it  was  postponed  until  some- 
time later  in  the  term.  It  is  now  expected  to  be  given  on  May  26th  at  noon 
in  the  Auditorium.  Everybody  is  expected  to  be  there  as  admission  is  free, 
and  undoubtedly  they  will,  as  it  is  compulsory. 
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During  the  past  semester  the  Glee  Club  has  come  far  to  the  front  as 
a  school  organization  under  the  leadership  and  direction  of  Miss  Victorine 
Hartley.  The  club  has  been  made  up  of  about  35  or  40  voices,  which,  with 
the  parts  as  well  balanced,  as  they  have  been,  has  done  excellent  work. 

A  number  of  concerts  have  been  given  around  the  bay  region,  the  Club, 
on  March  15,  giving  a  concert  at  Fremont  High  School  in  Oakland.  Bailey 
and  Parrish  put  on  a  little  skit  featuring  banjo  and  ukulele  and  made  the 
hit  of  the  year,  being  encored  several  times. 

On  May  25  the  Boys'  Glee  Club  in  connection  with  the  Girls'  Glee  Club  gave 
a  concert  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  High  School  which  was  very  well  attended 
(being  free),  and  everyone  went  away  wondering  at  all  that  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  students  in  the  amount  of  time  that  is  given  to  the  work, 
only  two  twenty-minute  periods  a  week  being  available. 

Next  year  will  be  a  good  time  for  you  to  get  a  membership  in  this  organi- 
zation, for  a  large  number  of  the  club  are  Seniors  and  will  go  out  with 
the  Class  of  June  '11.  Your  voice  will  be  needed  and  welcome;  your  presence 
will  be  essential  to  the  life  of  the  organization.  So  at  the  beginning  of  next 
term,  come  and  join  us. 
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Tn  spite  of  numerous  setbacks,  the  band  has  played  its  part  well  in  the 
numerous  events  of  the  past  term.  At  every  important  meet  the  band 
was  on  deck  to  add  harmony  and  enthusiasm  to  the  crowd,  and  on  the  school 
tug  ride  they  took  people's  breath  away  by  their  fast  and  furious  playing. 

At  the  height  of  the  season  Hugo  Childress  was  forced,  by  poor  health, 
to  drop  the  band,  and  we  were  left  leaderless.

The  1911  basket-ball  season  lias  been  a  great  success  despite  the  fact 
that  the  team  encountered  a  great  deal  of  sickness  caused  by  the  unusually 
rainy  winter. 

Last  fall  a  very  successful  inter-class  series  was  run  off  in  which  the 
►Seniors  were  victorious  and  from  the  brand  of  basket-ball  played  in  these 
games  one  could  see  that  a  crack  team  would  wear  the  Red  and  Gold  of 
Berkeley  High  on  the  basket-ball  court. 

When  school  opened  this  term  practice  began  in  earnest,  a  schedule 
of  sixteen  games  was  drawn  up  and  everything  was  going  smoothly  when 
the  team  was  so  broken  up  by  sickness  that  we  were  unable  to  play  any 
games  until  the  middle  of  February  and  so  the  games  scheduled  for  the 
first  part  of  the  season  had  to  be  cancelled. 

Our  first  game  was  with  Stockton  High  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  gymnasium 
before  the  largest  crowd  that  ever  saw  a  basket-ball  game  in  Berkeley. 
This  game,  although  Berkeley  was  defeated  24-17,  did  a  great  deal 
towards  making  basket-ball  more  popular  this  season  than  ever  before 
and  convinced  many  that  basket-ball  is  no  game  for  mollycoddles,  but 
a  fast,  interesting  and  exciting  game.

H.  S.  game  the  team  took  the  traditional  slump  and  lost 
to  Oakland  Poly  in  the  B.  C.  A.  L.  sub-league  championship  game,  only 
to  come  back  strong  two  days  later  and  beat  Stockton  High  on  their  own 
court  in  the  last  game  of  the  season. 
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The  Stockton  trip  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  the  fellows  and  was  a 
fitting  end  to  the  1911  season. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  he  given  to  Coach  Jackson  and  Captain  Embury 
for  the  way  in  which  they  handled  the  team  during  the  season.  Mr.  Jackson 
said  when  he  took  charge  that  he  would  turn  out  a  team  which  would  keep 
up  the  good  work  started  by  the  1910  team  and  he  certainly  succeeded  as 
the  score,  29-21,  testifies.

Berkeley  High  School  has  just  completed  the  most  unfortunate  track 
season  that  she  has  experienced  for  many  years.  The  Oakland  vs.  Berkeley 
game  was  the  first  meet  of  the  season  and  matters  went  against  Berkeley, 
not  from  an  inferior  or  a  poorly  balanced  team,  but  from  poor  luck.  Berkeley 
led  Oakland  in  a  merry  chase  and  the  meet  was  not  decided  until  the  relay 
was  awarded  to  Oakland  on  default. 

Immediately  after  the  Oakland  dual  meet  Captain  Ellis  was  taken  ill  and 
was  unable  to  appear  on  the  training  list.  This  left  the  team  without  a  head. 
Although  Mr.  Lowell  was  a  great  help,  the  team  felt  the  weakness. 

The  B.  C.  A.  L.  was  the  next  on  the  list.  April  first  was  the  day  set  for 
the  meet,  and  it  was  a  most  unfortunate  one  for  the  red  and  gold,  as  she 
captured  third  place  instead  of  the  accustomed  first. 

On  the  eighth  of  April  the  team  journeyed  to  Stanford  to  compete  against 
practically  every  high  school  of  any  importance  whatever  in  the  State.  The 
results  were  as  good  as  could  be  expected.  Out  of  a  field  of  fifty  odd  schools 
Berkeley  tied  with  Oakland  for  third  place. 

Next  came  practically  the  most  important  meet  of  all.  the  "Pacific  Coast 
Interscholastic, "  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  University  of  California. 
In  this  meet  there  were  over  eighty  high  school  teams  of  California  entered. 
Almost  all  of  the  high  schools  in  the  State  were  represented,  each  one  send- 
ing her  best  men.  There  were  some  five  hundred  odd  entries.  Berkeley 
made  a  total  of  ten  points.  The  second  best  team  made  eleven  points.  The 
relay  race,  which  was  the  greatest  feature  of  the  meet,  but  which  did  not 
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count  in  the  final  score,  was  won  by  Berkeley  High  School.  The  perpetual 
cup  that  has  been  up  for  this  race  in  the  past  relay  carnivals  given  by  the 
U.  of  C.  was  awarded  the  winner  of  this  race.  It  now  reposes  in  the  Asso- 
ciated Students'  Office,  and  has  been  won  each  time  that  it  has  been  up 
for  competition  by  Berkeley.  The  result  of  this  race  was  a  great  surprise 
to  everybody,  as  it  was  naturally  expected  that  the  different  relay  teams 
which  defeated  Berkeley  at  Stanford  would  repeat  their  past  performances. 
The  team  was  composed  of  Knowles,  John  Corgiat,  Lasar,  Lindsey  and  Clark. 
The  lap  run  by  ''Lank''  Lindsey  was  the  feature  of  the  race  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  Berkeley  sympathizers.  Lank  has  never  before  run  a  relay  lap. 
He  gave  Clark  a  good  lead,  he  himself  having  come  up  from  third  position. 
Clark  easily  kept  the  lead  to  the  end  of  the  race. 

Captain-elect  Herbert  Yilas  has  proved  himself  to  be  our  star  point  winner 
by  his  performances  this  term.  The  team  feels  that  in  electing  him  to  the 
position  of  captain  that  it  has  chosen  a  man  who  will  be  fair  and  just  in 
his  choices  next  season,  and  one  who  is  a  faithful  trainer.  His  record  for 
this  term  is  :  0.  H.  S.  vs.  B.  H.  S.,  dual  meet,  first  in  the  hammer,  second  in 
the  shot ;  B.  C.  A.  L.,  first  in  the  hammer ;  Stanford  Interscholastic,  first  in 
the  hammer-throw ;  U.  of  C.  Pacific  Coast  Interscholastic,  second  in  the 
hammer  throw. 

George  Clark  has  another  season  left  in  which  to  repeat  his  excellent 
performances  of  this  term.  He  did  not  train  for  the  B.  C.  A.  L.,  and  got 
third  in  the  440.  He  trained  for  the  Stanford  Interscholastic  a  week  later 
and  got  third ;  he  continued  to  train,  and  in  the  U.  of  C.  Interscholastic  he 
captured  first  place.  This  shows  what  training  will  do.  He  also  took  first 
place  in  the  440  in  the  Oakland  dual  meet  and  ran  the  last  lap  of  the 
relay  in  the  U.  of  C.  Pacific  Coast  Interscholastic  meet. 

Fred  Ostrander  has  another  season  left.  His  work  this  season  has  been 
successful.  He  tied  for  first  in  the  pole  vault  and  high  jump,  and  got  second 
in  the  broad  jump  in  the  Oakland  dual  meet.  In  the  B.  C.  A.  L.  he  got  first 
in  the  high  jump.  He  tied  for  second  in  the  high  jump  in  the  U.  of  C. 
Pacific  Coast  Interscholastic  meet. 

Cleverdon  has  improved  wonderfully  this  term,  having  pole-vaulted  ten 
feet  and  ten  inches.  He  is  expected  to  be  a  winner  next  term.  He  tied  for 
first  in  the  Oakland  dual  meet,  but  could  have  gone  much  higher  if  it  had 
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been  necessary.  He  qualified  for  the  finals  in  the  Stanford  Interscholastic 
meet. 

Corgiat,  Lasar  and  Arndt,  our  fifty  and  one  hundred  yard  men,  have  all 
been  developed  this  term.  Of  these  three  Lasar  only  will  be  with  us  next 
season.  Arndt  captured  third  place  in  the  Oakland  dual  meet.  Corgiat  and 
Lasar  were  members  of  the  winning  relay  team  and  deserve  much  credit  for 
the  sand  that  they  displayed  in  running,  as  they  were  "all  in." 

White  got  third  in  the  hammer  in  the  B.  C.  A.  L.,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
season  was  putting  the  shot  forty-four  feet  consistently.  Much  is  expected 
of  him  next  year. 

"Bill"  Knowles  showed  his  worth  in  the  relay  team.  This  season  Avas  his 
first  time  out  on  track,  and  next  year  he  is  sure  to  capture  the  220-yard  dash. 

Lank  Lindsey  and  Brown  are  our  two  hurdlers.  Each  showed  during  the 
term  that  much  is  to  be  expected  from  them  a  year  from  now.  Lindsey  was 
a  member  of  the  victorious  relay  team.  Brown  did  good  work  in  the  high 
jump  in  the  B.  C.  A.  L. 

Root,  Berkeley  Hi's  broad  jumper,  had  tough  luck.  He  hurt  his 
side  in  the  beginning  of  the  season.  He  was  rounding  into  form  by  going 
twenty  feet  consistently. 

Captain  Dutch  Ellis  has  been  handicapped  during  the  season  because  of 
sickness. 

Cook  and  Gibbs,  our  two  distance  men,  have  been  improving  mightily 
and  with  a  little  more  time  they  will  both  be  point  winners. 

Haynes  was  entered  in  the  B.  C.  A.  L..  With  training,  a  great  change  for 
the  good  is  expected  from  him  next  season. 

Berkeley  was  handicapped  this  season  in  that  she  did  not  have  a  list  of 
veterans  to  build  a  team  around.  Berkeley  was  forced  to  start  from  the 
ground  to  develop  a  team,  just  as  if  she  were  a  newly  established  school.

Taking  things  "all  in  all,"  Berkeley 
High  School  has  turned  out  a  team  that  is  as  good  as  any  team  around 
the  bay. 

The  team  extends  its  hearty  thanks  to  Mr.  Lowell  for  the  interest  he  lias 
taken  in  the  team,  and  for  his  constant  help  throughout  the  season.

[Enter  Mitch] 
Mitch — Art  thou  ready  to  roost  within  ? 

Sally — Nay.  my  lord,  I  choose  to  be  a  pig.  and  stay  without. 
Mitch — Ay,  'twill  be  without  thy  head,  mind  thee. 

For  the  coyote  will  suck  thy  blood.  Farewell. 

Within  my  castle  is  a  store  of  beans. 
Sally — Take  back  thy  beans!    I  ordered  lemonade.    [Exit  Mitch.] 

List  Kauffie ! 

How  sweet  the  polliwog  crows  unto  the  moon ; 
How  sweet  the  donkey  twitters  to  the  stars ; 
Ay,  me !  'tis  sweet  to  live  a  night  like  this. 

[Enter  Kat] 

Kauffie — Methinks  I  smell  the  scent  of  new-mown  hay, 
The  sound  of  cow  a-chewing  on  her  cud. 

[Gum  may  be  substituted  for  cud  if  hay  is  not  available.] 
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Kat — Ah,  lovers ! 

'Tis  late  to  find  thee  grazing  on  the  green. 

0,  Queen !  beware  this  night,  'tis  strange. 

I  have  just  come  from  over  by  the  house ; 

I  saw  the  farmer's  wife  remove  her  hair, 

And  then  from  out  her  mouth  she  took  her  teeth; 

The  farmer  cracked  old  Fido  with  his  leg, 

Then  threw  it  through  the  window  at  a  cat ; 

A  black  cat  crossed  my  path  three  times  just  now; 

The  cook  talked  much  of  murder  in  his  sleep ; 

These  omens  are  all  bad,  my  Queen,  all  bad; 

A  coyote  just  now  sneaked  behind  the  stack ; 

Beware !  my  Queen,  make  haste,  and  flee,  and  flea. 

[Providing  there  are  no  fleas,  the  last  fleeing  is  not  necessary. 
Just  at  this  time  a  coyote  (an  animal  that  is  a  cross  between  a  jackass 
and  a  carbuncle)  runs  across  the  stage,  making  a  noise  like  an  acorn 
singing  the  Rosary,  and  frightens  the  Queen  (this  effect  is  best 
produced  by  a  loud  cackling  on  the  Queen's  part,  familiar  among  all 
girls)  from  the  stage.  If  she  hesitates  in  leaving  the  bean  garden, 
use  the  hook.] 
Kauffle — Horrors  !  horrors  !  the  Queen  is  gone, 

I'll  hasten  in  pursuit,  I'll  run,  I'll  run. 

[After  giving  vent  to  these  last  words  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  hurried 
exit,  for  at  this  point  there  will  be  a  tendency  among  most  audiences 
to  hurl  soft  tomatoes.] 

SCENE  III. 
The  Same 

Enter  Kauffle,  Kat 
Kat — The  deed  was  done,  dids't  thou  not  hear  a  noise? 
Kauffie — Ay,  it  sounded  like  the  bursting  of  a  quince, 
Or  like  Pop  Clark  when  he  doth  ope  his  mouth. 
Did  both  meet  death? 
Kat — Ay,  both  the  King  and  Queen  were  killed  alike, 
The  coyote  devoured  them  both  before  my  sight. 

[This  blood-curdling  deed  is  performed  behind  the  scenes.  It  is  best 
for  the  coyote  to  leave  the  costumes  undevoured,  as  they  can  be 
used  for  another  performance.  If  Kat  objects,  it  is  not  necessary 
for  her  to  watch  the  murder,  for  she  is  permitted  to  lie  to  the 
audience.] 

Kauffie — And  now  but  thou  and  I  are  left,  dear  Kat. 
And  we  will  sit  beneath  this  cheese  bush, 
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And  wait  until  the  moon  hath  sunk  beneath 

The  barbs  of  yonder  fence.    Now  list  to  me. 

[Kat  lists,  and  a  little  queening  stunt  is  pulled  off.  By  queening  we 
mean  the  appearance  of  a  "Queen,"  which  is  a  small,  rare  animal 
resembling  a  turtle.  Finally  the  Queen  withdraws  into  the  bullrushes 
until  again  called.]

Thy  eyes  look  like  the  oysters  in  the  bay;

[The  cow,  alarmed  at  the  hasty  proposal,  kicks  the  bucket.  In  this 
tragedy,  boquets  such  as  cabbage,  celery,  etc.,  should  not  be  accepted 
by  the  actors.  To  prevent  this  willing  donation  of  the  audience,  tack 
a  sign:  "Don't  Feed  the  Animals,"  above  the  stage.  Curtain.]
